Nine pairs of young feet marching up a flight of old 
wooden stairs could have sounded like General Patton's 
Army coming—but somehow they moved quietly, almost 


apologetically. 
It may have been that the 


| soles on the shoes were too thin 
| to make much noise. Or it may 
| have been that the young bodies, 


denied the proper nourishment, 
were too tired and listless to 


| expend the energy necessary to 


make noise. 

Anyhow, the nine youngsters 
settled themselves quietly on a 
in the reception room 
while their father “went to see 
the lady.” When they spoke it 


was in whispers and when they 
| moved it was silefitly. 


The father was a young man, 
in his 30’s and he wore 
suit, the oft- 
polished shoes, the earnest ex- 
pression of his calling. 

“Tl’m a ministerial student,” 
he said, “And I apologize for 
bringing the children in this 
way. But this matter—well, it 
suddenly seemed to me to be so 
urgent I couldn’t wait. I just 
washed their faces and put on 
their sweaters and came on. 

“It’s about milk. One of the 
twins is in the hospital. That’s 
where my wife is today—up at 
the Grady with her. She was 
sick for a long time and we 
couldn’t figure out what the 
trouble was. Now we know. The 
dectors say she hasn’t been get- 
ting enough to eat. She needed 
milk worse-than anything. 

“We knew we weren’t giving 
them enough milk—but we did- 


n’t know it was that serious. 
Now it appears to me if Naomi's 
life’s endangered ... well, what 
about the others? Could you heip 
us?” 

The Family Service Society 
can and will help with milk. 
But althotigh the young minister- 
to-be would ask for no more it 
is obvious other things are need- 
ed. He is a part-time student, go- 
ing to school at nights when his 
$30 a week job doesn’t demand 
his attention. Out of that sum he 
pays $22 a month rent and buys 
all the food and clothing for his 
family. There is, quite plainly, 
not enough of anything to go 
around—and although their little 
house has been beautifully deck- 
ed with evergreens from the 
nearby woods there is not one 
single Christmas gift for anyone! 

“There are others worse off 
than we,” the father explained 
earnestly, “and we'll ask nothing 
more for ourselves.” 

But the hungry eyes of the 
nine too-quiet youngsters haunt 
the caseworker. For the next 
year, while the father is complet- 
ing his training, $25 a month 
would provide adequate food 
and an occasional new pair of 
shoes for those children.

For the ninth consecutive year, 
peanuts showed an increase in 
value, and the 1948 crop set a new 
record. . 


Commercial truck crops were 
worth $11,726,000, an increase of 
$1,726,000, or 14 percent over last 
year. 


Another new record was set in 
the corn crop yield. The yield 
per acre was 15.5 bushels, half a 
bushel above last year. Cotton, 
tobacco and oats made next to 
record yields. 


The favorable yields of corn, 
cotton, tobacco and oats followed 
a Spring of excessive rains. The 
Crop Reporting Service said it was 
a result of unusually favorable 
growing weather, aided by the in- 
creased use of tractor equipment 
for preparation and cultivation. 


But fruit crops didn’t fare so 
well. The peach crop was cut 
‘Short by freezes in late March. 
Pecans set a record crop, but the 
quality was poor and the market 
was glutted.

The index on November 1 was 
eight percent above a year earlier 
and 113 percent above the 1935-39 
average. ‘ 

Compared with a year, ago only 
two States showed declines: Cali- 
‘fornia (5 percent) and Florida (6 
percent). This was attributed to 
lower prices for citrus and truck 
crops, 

Farm values on Nov. 1 exceeded 
the 1920 peak in all but 12 States. 

Current values in North Caro- 
lina and Alabama were estimated 
to be about 50 percent higher' 
than the 1920 peak. Increases of 
about 40 percent were reported 
for Rhode Island, New Jersey, 
Kentucky and California. 

South Dakota stood out among 
the States below the 1920 peak. 
Current values there were only: 
54 percent as high. Missouri and 
Iowa ranked next:at 71 and 72 
percent, respectively, of the 1920 
level. Other States below 1929 are 
North Dakota, Nebraska, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, Illinois, Nevada, 
Utah, and South Carolina. 


The November level of land 
values in the corn belt and in most 
of the Southeastern States was 
only one percent above July. 
Values in the West South-Central 
States, (Arkansas, Louisiana, Ok- 
lahoma, and Texas) were up 
about 3 percent. Declines shown 
during the last year for Florida 
and California were stopped. 


The report said the volume of 
sales of farm real estate during 
the Summer and early Fall was 
considerably smaller than a year 
earlier. This resulted, the Depart- 
ment said, “from a general re- 
luctance on the part of present 
owners to sell and to unwilling- 
ness of many prospective buyers 
to pay current asking prices.” 

Compared with November, 1947, 
increases in values in the States 
east of the Mississippi River held 
elose to the national average of 
eight percent. Increases of 15 to 
17 percent were reported for 
South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Wyoming, and _ Ar- 
kansas.

Seven Japanese warlords have been 
executed under the international rules 
laid down by the tribunal of Nurnberg. 
They were executed not because they were 
soldiers who carried out war orders, but 
because they made rape, murder, torture 
and enslavement a part of their methods, 
ignoring all recognized rules of civilized 
warfare. 

Premier Tojo was one of them. He was 
head of the war party which assassinated 
fellow officers of the army and navy who 
opposed the plan for war. These warlords 
killed, too, those members of the Diet 
who stood in their way. They deceived the 
Emperor. They betrayed the real interests 
of their country in order to seize power. 
It was Tojo who took over two months be- 
fore the attack on Pearl Harbor. Their 
war was of the same type as that estab- 
lished by their ally, Hitler. So sure were 
they that between them they would rule 
the world, they discarded all the laws 
of humanity and decency, written and 
unwritten. Helpless civilian populations 
were tortured, raped, slaughtered and de- 
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graded. Captive enemy troops were sub- 
jected to unwholesome, awful cruelties 
and degradations. 

It is for this—not for war—they were 
executed. 

It is something new in international 
law. It is well we have been careful. 
And, it is the more important that we re- 
main strong enough and dominant enough 
to set the pattern. If this country were 
to go down in defeat the retaliation, 
masked by the legal procedures now en- 
forced, would be tremendous and awful. 
That is why we agreed recently with Gen. 
Lucius Clay in the case of the feminine 
fiend, Elsa Koch.. Without doubt she was 
guilty of all that was said of her. But 
what the future will read is the official 
record. And on that record of trial she 
was not found guilty of any great offense. 
That is why we are glad of the long de- 
lay, the patient trials, the insistent efforts 
of the defense, in a trial which lasted 
more than two years.

The Progress of European Recovery 


When Sen. Vandenberg successfully 
urged the Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee last June 9 to restore funds cut by the 
House from the foreign aid bill, he de- 
clared “this is not the time to attempt a 
general overhaul of ECA... That time will 
come next January, when we shall know 
whereof we speak.” 

That time is close at hand. Congress 
will be called upon to decide whether 
results produced by the Economic Co-op- 
eration Administration in about eight 
months of operation justify continuance 
‘as it stands, modification or drastic 
change. 

The 16 Marshall Plan nations have 
estimated they will need $4,636,800,000 for 
the fiscal year beginning next July 1. In 
addition, they will ask about $1,200,000,000 
to tide them over during the three-month 
period from April 1. The current appro- 
priation of $4,875,000,000 was made appli- 
cable for either a 15-month period or for 
only 12 months, at the discretion of the 
President. The full amount will be used 

up in 12 months. 

The object of Marshall Plan aid is to 
help Western Europe help itself to become 
self-supporting. Though the sum asked for 
next year is $238,000,000 less than the 1948 
appropriation, it now is freely admitted 
that the goal of self-support, to be 
achieved in four years of American assist- 
ance, will not be reached. In fact, the 
Program Committee, comprised of repre- 
sentatives of the countries being helped, 
estimates the trade balance will be short 
by $1,500,000,000 to $2,500,000,000 in 1952- 
53, the first vear in which no American 


help is expected. The Committee further 
said it could not indorse present programs 
of participating countries as representing 
“adequate progress” toward the target. 

But though there’ be dissatisfaction 
with certain aspects of Europe’s progress, 
the Marshall Plan can be credited with 
stimulating trade between European coun- 
tries to the extent of about $800,000,000 
annually, increasing industrial produc- 
tion in every country except Italy and 
Greece, decreasing trade deficits and im- 
proving the fiscal stability of most coun- 
tries involved. 

As a trade stimulant, ECA may prove 
to be strictly of a temporary nature, 
though efforts are being made, presum- 
ably sincere, to break the political bar- 
riers and the economic jealousies which 
heretofore have made real co-operation 
among those nations next to impossible. 
It is upon eventual success of this move 
that sustained recovery of Europe hinges. 

In deciding the future course of ERP, 
however, Congress must take into consid- 
eration many things which do not show 
up in statistical charts of industrial and 
agricultural production. It must remem- 
ber that ECA had a great influence in 
winning for democratic forces the Italian 
elections of last Spring; that it gave 
France renewed courage to resist Com- 
munist infiltration and sabotage. And, 
most important of all, perhaps, it must 
not forget the friendship ECA has cre- 
ated for America and the will to pro- 
duce that it has instilled in a vast num- 
ber of Europeans who before were en- 
feebled by hopeless despair.

Is the Dutch Assault Justifiable? 


WASHINGTON—The main concern of American officials on account of the sudden Dutch assault 
upon the Indonesian Republic seems to be as to the damage this may do to the prospects for both 
new ECA appropriations and ratification of a prospective United States-Canadian military alliance with 
Western Europe. The main complaint against the Netherlands Government is that it launched its 
offensive in defiance of a truce agreement, negotiated by a United Nations good offices committee, 
and with only one hour’s advance notice to that body. , 


Indeed, personne! of the United Nations Com- 
mission was trapped by the fighting in a moun- 


tain resort near Jogjakarta, the beleaguered re- 


publican capital. and had to be rescued by air. 

It is apparent, also, that the American arms 
and relief funds have been a main factor in 
enabling the Dutch to move successfully against 
the republican forces. 


During and since the, war, well over $1,000,- 


000,000 in American aid has been extended to 
the Netherlands Government, of which approx- 
imately half was for military equipment. The 
bulk of the latter was postwar surplus, charged 
for at only a fraction of its original cost. 


For the current year, ECA allotted $298.- 
000,000 to the Netherlands home land and 
$61,000,0000 to the Netherlands Indies. Fur- 
ther shipment from the latter allowance was 
stopped by ECA Administrator Paul Hoff- 
man on Wednesday, but Dutch sources say 
that at teast $21,000,000 worth of goods 
bought for the Indies with ECA funds al- 
ready have been delivered. 


From Paris it is reported that the European 
ECA conference has asked for $415,000,000 for 
the Netherlands proper next year and $91,900,- 
000 for the Netherlands Indies.

Actually, the stop-fire truce, negotiated by 
the UN committee and signed aboard the U. S.

The native 
republic not only was confined to less profit- 
able territory, but the Dutch controlled all of 
its outlets. 

Officials of the Indonesian Republic blame all 
their troubles on an alleged Dutch blockade, in- 
cluding a Communist revolution which broke 
out in their territory last Fall. The latter devel- 
opment brought reprecussions in both London 
and Washington.

It seems pretty wonderful 
to me. It is chiefly for children and the miracle of their excite- 
ment and happiness is symbolic of what it ought to be... a veriod 
productive of joy ... not just for a day, but of joy growing out of 
man’s humanity and goodness and his interest in man’s welfare. 


M anin I understood what a minister meant the other day 
€ g when he said, “I am at times a little bit ashamed of 
the fact that most of the Christmas sermons consist of telling the 
people what Christ said. Many people have religion. Not as many 
are religious. You would think that after 1,948 years it would be 
timé to ask why we have not done what He said... that after 
almost 2,000 years it would not be necessary to keep repeating the 
message. I keep hearing a smal! voice asking, ‘Yes, but the mes- 
sage is old. What have you done?’ Will you always keep repeating 
it and not doing?” 

I think, as a matter of fact, we have done quite a lot. The 
world is better than it was.

The world has been so reduced in size by transport and com- 
munication and the great issues and forces of the day flow in 
powerful streams which often. mix their waters here and there. 
The decisions are profound ones and difficult. But it seems to me 
there is more Santa Claus than ever before and more forces for 
good.

Meanwhile, here’s to Santa Claus and the look on a child’s 
face—and the resolve that every year we will reduce the number 
of children who do not know what Christmas symbolizes.

Truman To Try a New Tack 


WASHINGTON—President Truman will approach the new year 
and the new Congress in an entirely different spirit and tone than 
in 1948. 

Gone will be the defiant, sizzling pitch over the heads of the 
legislators, directly to the people. 

In mothballs will be the chip the President garried on his shoul- 
der for some 18 months before Nov. 2 and the verbal blacksnake 
whip he used on Congress to get himself re-elected. 

In 1949 the President’s job will be to deliver on his campaign 
promises. Needing the help of Congress, he will conduct himself 
accordingly. 

“Tf we don’t deliver.” said one of the White House inner circle, 
today, “we are dead pigeons. The President certainly intends to 
deliver if he can.” 

That will mean that in his State-of-the-Union and subsequent 
messages Mr. Truman will be talking, for a change, to Congress 
more than to the people. The President will assume—since the 
Democratic majority was seated in the wake of his criticism of 
the Republicans and Republicrats—that he is talking to political 
friends, instead of enemies 


> s ~6© His message, now in draft form, is being worded to 
asy make it as easy as possible for such “liaison officers” 
as V. Pres.-Elect Barkley and Speaker Sam Rayburn and House 
Majority Leader John McCormack to get results. 

In 1948, his messages were framed to silhouette issues for the 
voters and make it as difficult as possible for Republican leaders 
to reject his program. 

But he was really pointing to the election. He had no illusions 
that the GOP leaders would act on prices, or housing, or the other 
principal points of his program. So he did not care, much, whether 
his caustic remarks offended Congress or not. 

In his State-ot-the-Union message, he will make it clear he wants 
Congress to make good on the promises he made in the campaign— 
all of them. He wil] make it clear also. his associate predicts, that 
he will fight obstructionism, if it appears, in either party. 

But Mr. Truman will word the message in sufficiently general 
terms to “give his leaders room to maneuver in” and he will avoid 
spelling out details which would give legislators a chance to say 
“I’m for what he’s doing, but not now.” 

“We look at it this way,” said the insider. “The President’s 
position has not changed a bit. If you read his messages of 1946 
and 1947, as well as 1948, you'll find he was amazingly consistent. 
He thought he had the approach that the country needed and the 


people wanted. 
R l b “It was perfectly obvious, however, that he could not 
ea Jo get that program through the Eightieth Congress. He 
Was sincere in everything he proposed, but he was not naive enough 
to suppose it had much chance. Therefore, we devoted ourselves 
more to making issues clear to the country, rather than trying the 
impossible job of reversing the views of a lot of Congressmen who, 
as we see it, simply did not know the score. 
“The thing to do was take the issue of the people and try to 
beat those Congressmen. That the President did. Now the people 


| have not only indorsed his program, but have given us a Demo- | 
| cratic Senate and 


House. The peuple said: We indorse your pro- 
gram. Now it’s up to you to produce.” 

Liaison between the White House and Congress has been criti- 
cized. The President, in the past, would “spring” things on his 
leaders, even as FDR used to do. 

That’s out now. There was little use in handling with kid 
gloves a program that had no chance, when letting it leak in advance 
would ruin the dramatic effect needed to point up the contrast 
between the President and Congress. Now that the real job is to 
sell Congress, things will be different. 

“You anticipate a friendly Congress?”

“Yes, we do.” 

“In the past the President has been criticized for not fighting 
for his program. If. it runs into trouble this time, will he fight 
for it?”

When I went to England to live in June, 1945, 
Then luggage was limited to only 


[-. a comparatively few pounds which I, in my simple ignorance, devoted to clothes. 
==  Taden to the limit with satins, gabardines, quilted rayons, cosmetics, a dozen 


eoats and suits, but 


not an ounce of food, I arrived six weeks after VE Day in London, where only the 


Piccadilly ladies of joy were smartly dressed and where food was almost scarcer than rubies. 


Generous friends of my husband’s had tried 
to stock a pantry for me and I well remember 
my first sight of that cupboard, there was an 
American cook-book containing the most mouth- 
watering recipes for dinner parties, bridge lunch- 
eon and afternoon teas, recipes for angel-food 
cakes, ham cooked in wine, Parker House rolls, 
mousses, salads and confections. But in the 
larder were tins of “meat soup” (really fright- 
ful stuff, I discovered later), a quarter of a pound 
of margarine (a great sacrifice on someone’s 
part), tins of sardines and herrings and jars of 
fish paste. It was typical of London, then as 
now, that kindness was expressed in terms of 


food 


But it must be remembered that at no 
time are the British prone to show warmth 
er enthusiasm. It was especially true then 
that having come through six ghastly years 
of war they had learned to be self-sufficient 
and assumed that everyone else was also. 
Recently an American friend of mine, also 
married to a Britisher, and resident in Brit- 
ain for 10 years, came to the United States 
for a two-month visit, bringing her entire 
family. When my husband saw her on her 
return she was depressed to the point of 
tears. “None of us wanted to come back 
to England,” she declared. “Even Billy, who 
could give lessons on being British to John 
Bull himself, admits that he wishes he could 
have stayed in America. Over there every- 
body made so much of us; they cared about 
us, couldn’t do enough for us. When we got 
back te London is was raining and cold, 
nobody met us, nobody came to see us, they 
just didn’t care whether we lived or died.” 


Well, she had been visiting in Boston. She 
hadn’t seen the real home of warmheartedness, 
the South. 

We had been here in Covington only a few 
hours when a neighbor came bringing flowers. 
Another offered the use of her telephone till 
we could get ours. Our landlady sent all her 
tenants potted plants and adorned the front

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doors with silver Christmas bells. The land- 
lady, by the way, is eight months old and her 
name is “Mrs. Jones” Callaway. Of course, offli- 
cially her name is Keren, but to her friends she 
is “Mrs. Jones.”

We think we'd 
like a college town because they have an air 
about them, especially if they’ve had a college 
for a long time. 

“Next, we want a high, rolling countryside, 
trees and a creek and a place to sit outdoors. 
We want a public library close by and a golf 
course and lots of sunshine.” 

Here in Covington we've found all these 
things, though we haven’t had leisure yet for 
locating the golf course. 

Back in England there was no gasoline—I 
mean petrol—for pleasure driving; busses and 
trams took care of the transport business. Here 
we have plenty of gasoline for our private pud- 
dle-jumper. 

In London the housekeeper carried the laun- 
dry and dry cleaning and we waited three weeks 
for its return. Here it is called for and deliv- 
ered within four days. 

If you think we're pleased with our new 
location and are privately patting ourselves on 
the back, you are quite right.

Opening lead: Seven of spades.- 

The deal shown above was 
gubjected to a large variety of 
treatment at a recent team-of- 
four tournament. The maximum 
score was attained by the team 
whose bidding is indicated in 
the diagram. 
_ Because of the conditions of 
vulnerability, East got by un- 
doubled at his bid of one spade. 
Our own taste does not run to 
this type of overcall. The bid 
has little merit offensively and 
it is not made at a high enough 
level to serve as an obstructive 
measure. If East were intent on 
ereating a nuisance, better strat- 
egy would have been a pre-emp- 


tive bid of three spades. 


This 
would seriously interrupt the 
enemy lines of communications 
and if it could be seriously pun- 
ished, an adverse slam would be 
highly probable so that the loss 
would not be out of proportion. 


South reasoned that chances 
for slam were too good to war- 
rant any interest in a penalty 
and the two-club bid was made 
as a temporizing step. When the 
diamonds were shown it was 
time to get into action and the 
cue bid of two spades was the 
first suggestion of a slam. North 
concluded that it was high time 
for him to show up his person- 
ality, so he jumped in hearts to 
convey the impression of a more 
or less solid suit. It was tempt- 
ing for South to contract for a 
grand slam but he determined 
on a comprise bid of six no 
trump which would yield 10 
points more than the major suit 
slam and might prove the de- 
termining factor, inasmuch as 
each deal was being scored as a 
saparate match. (Honors are not 
counted in match point play.) 

The seven of spades was open- 
ed and a club discarded from 
dummy. The ace of diamonds 
was followed by a diamond fi- 
nesse in dummy and when the 
suit broke favorably, five tricks 
were run in that suit. It looked 
like a good chance to take all 
the tricks, but South was not 
inclined to tempt fate. To guard 
against a bad break in the heart 
suit he led small to the nine
